in the Cesls area, and partisan activity ceased there by the end of 1952; 
according to local rumors, the partisans then moved to the larger forests in 
Lithuania and Poland, where th^ were rumored to be well armed and to be 
engaged in attacking Soviet soldiers and blowing up bridges and trains. 
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
